43 (a) of the Unemployment Insurance Act is hereby explained: 


DISQUALIFICATION: Affi insured person shall be disqualified 
for receiving benefit if he has lost his employment by reason of 
a stoppage of work which. was due to a labor dispute at his 
place of employment. = 


RELIEF FROM DISQUALIFICATION: To obtain relief from 
this disqualification each claimant: must prove not only one but 
all of the following: : 


1. That he is not personally taking part in the labour 
dispute 


That he is not financing the dispute. 


That he is not directly interested in the dispute, or 
the outcome. 


That NOT. ANY member of his grade or class of 
workers who were employed at his place of employ- 
ment were or are taking part in, financing, or 
directly interested in the dispute or its outcome.
